While all manner of 
excuses are telegraphed to Cleveland 
organs, the men who write the dispatches, 
if they are even on the rim of tho inner 
circle, must know the real cause of tho 
tumble.

Deserted, betrayed, if you wish, by his 
own party, which has absolute control of 
legislation and of the executive, what 
sort of attraction does Orover Cleveland 
present to Republicans? Can the Re- 
publican leaders afford to allow and 
sustain a man who signally failed in his 
duty to sustain the credit of^thia Govern 
ment by issuing bonds in order that he 
might give the people an object lesson 
Can they afford to trust a leader, who. t( 
cover up the evil results of the advent ol 
his Tariff destroying party to power, 
attempted to create, and in part succeeded 
in creating, tbe public belief that the 
Sherman Law, not fear of Tariff re- 
duction, was at the bottom of tbe panic 
and industrial depresaion? Whi 
be the result of such a coalatic 
whole blame of the legislation, if it were 
possible there should be blame, would 
be thrown upou the Republicans, 
the Republicans stand quietly by their 
guns as Republicaus. Only by so doing 
cau they demonstrate to the country the 
hopeless alienation of the Democratic 
Senators, that is. a majority of them, 
from Cleveland. 

A majority of the Republicans have 
from the beginning, and are to day, in 
favor of repeal. The Democratic party 
made this oue of the chief issues of the 
campaign. The repeal of the "miserable 
makeshift, the Sherman Law," was 
of its war cries. The responsibility of 
the law was frauduently attributed to the 
Republican party. The Democratic party 
made that issue. And now? Why, not 
ten Senators of the majority party are 
loyally supporting the President Id un 
conditional repeal. Is it right that Re 
publicans should rush in and assume re 
sponsibllity that both Cleveland snd bis 
friends and tbe opposing Democratic 
Senators and their friends may charge 
anything the country does not like 
tbe Republican party? There was a time 
when unconditional repeal would have 
helped matters. There was a time back 
of that, not many months, when patriot- 
ism and backbone, accompanied by the 
issue of some gold bonds, would havo 
stemmed the financial panic. It is now 
too late. We Lave drifted into heavy 
weather and stormy seas, and a deuae 
fog hangs over the land. The weakness 
snd vaccilation on the financial issue ate 
to be followed by criminal folly in deal- 
ing with the Tariff and Federal Election 
laws. 

The hope no longer lies in action or 
want of action on the part of Republicans, 
but in the strength and soundness of tbo 
ship. There is nothing loft for Re- 
publicans but to stand together loyally 
as Republicans for all the principles of 
that party. Such a course will in tbe 
end bo best for the country, and will 
win. Let the compromise be a Demo- 
cratic compromise, and one for which 
the Democratic party, and not the Re- 
publican party, will be held responsible.

New York City Visited By 
$3,000,000 Blaze. 

Five Men Employed in One of thi 
Building Reported Missing,

Then came five dwelling houses, 
three-story frame store, then the fac- 
tory of Wm. Campbell St Co., with a 
frontage of 100 feet on each street, and 
a depth of 200 feet Three other dwel- 
lings on Forty-second street and one 
on Forty-firat street, in which there 
was a large beer saloon. When the fire 
Jumped to the south aide of Forty-firs* 
street, it totally destroyed Chase St 
" f piano factory, Wm. Kimbell'e 
net and furniture factory, each six- 
v buildings, and the atablc of Wm. 
Shea. 

The aggregate losses are placed at 
tS.500,000, of which Mr. Campbell says 
his loss is fully 12,000,000 The insur- 
ance can not be given for a day or two. 

Five men who wore at work on upper 
floors of the wall-paper factory of Wm. 
8. Carppbell have not been heard from 
since th. tire lie-pan. It is possible that 
they escaped with their lives; but the 
flames originated in Campbell's building 
and spread with marvelous rapidity. 
Tho whole factory was burning like » 
torch within three minutes after the 
moment the first blase w 
It is not certain that the five r 
dead, however.
